LONDON, Nov, 20—W th the end of the first stage of the /ranco- | 


Serbian campaign, \vhich resulted in the capitulation of Monastir by 
the Bulgars and Germans, and a diminution of hostilities in the 
Somme region of France, except for bombardments and isolated in- 
fantry actions, Roumania has again become the centre of interest. 

Driving eastward through Western Wallachia, the Austro-Ger- 
man forées are now reaching out for Craiova, lying’ on the railway 
midway betiveen the Danube town of Orsova, Hungary, and Bucha- 
rest. This manoeuvre apparently places a menace in the rear to the 
retreat of the Roumanians fighting in the north of Hungarian soil and 
disputing with the Austro-Germans the passages of the Transylvanian 
Alps leading to the plains of Wallachia,

LONDON, Noy. 21,—Reuter’s Ath- 
ens correspondent, under date of No- 
vember 20, says that Viee Admiral 
Dufournet has notified the Austrian, 
jerman, Bulgarian and Turkish min- 
isters to Greece that they must go 
aboard a steamer which has been 
placed at their disposal; otherwise 
they will be taken foreibly. 

The United States legation, the cor- 
respondent adds, has undertaken the 
protection of the Austrians, Turks 
and Bulgarians in Greece, while the 
Spanish legation will take charge of 
German interests,

“The immediate cause of the ex- 
pulsion of the ministers was the dis- 
covery that the German naval attache, 
aron von Senarcliens-Grancy, was 
engaged in espionage.”

BORDEN SPEAKS 
IN NEW YORK 


Emphasises Determination With 
Allies to Bring War to Suc. 
cessful End 


(ity Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
NEW YORK, Noy. 20,—Canada's 
determination to wage war to a 


triumphant issue without truce or in- 
conclusive peace was emphasized by 
Sir Robert Borden, premier of Canada, 
in a speech at a dinner of the Cana- 
dian Club of New York in this. city 
Outlining the cause for Which 
Canadians had thrown themselves in 
the struggle as one of humanity and 
civilization, the premier said he had 
been commissioned to bring this mes- 
sage to Canadians in New York: 

“We are as resolute and deterpringd 
to maintain that cause to the end 


we were on the day of August ‘4 
1914." 

The premier recounted Canada's 
sacrifices and endeavours since the 


war began, He paid unstinted tribute 
to the women of Canada for their part 
in raising funds for war relief and 
other necessities, characterizing their 
heroism and devotion as an inspira- 
tion to the men at the front. 

“T reverence the women of the 
United States for what they have 
Hones: the premier said, “but IT shall 
bow to the womanhood of the world 
for what the women of Canada have 
done in this war,’ 

Former President Wm, H. Taft, who 
preceded the premier, referred to the 
friendly relations of Canada and the 
United States, which have been un- 
broken for a century, 

“We have got into the habit of set- 
Uling our differences by peaceful 
means, and that habit, by the help of 
4iod, we'll never get out of," Mr, Taft 
said.. “That ought to furnish an ex 
ample and a moral to the rest of the 
world after the war,” 

“Canada is a great nation,” he con- 
cluded, “great in her opportunities, 
great in the spirit and traditions of 
her people, great In her courage and

General Supt. Brown Reviews Work Accomplished Upon Western 
Division—Increasing Traffic.Neceasitates Improvements in 
Edmonton District 


“ 


Standpipe Erected 

In the Edmonton yard there has 
also been put into service a standpipe 
direct. to the round house which will 
have the effect .of doing away with the 
high water tank erected in Noy., 1905, 
when the C.N.R. entered the city, The 
water tank is being removed to make 
way for the erection of a new sand 
house for th® supply of engines and 
for track purposes. It will be replac- 
ed by one of smaller capacity. 

To help increase the output of the 
twelve coal mines operativig¢ in the 
Prumheller district additional track~- 
age has been provided at that part of 
the system and today a steel gang is 
being orgnnized at Edmonton to com- 
plete the work. Several new tracks 
have already been laid. Up to the 
present the company bas been dJoading 
75 cars per day from the mines, Whien 
the real cold weather sets in the out- 
put will be increased to 150 cars a 
day. The coal from the Drumheller 
mines supplies Alberta, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba, being shipped as far 
south as Calgary and as far east as 
Winnipeg. A three stall round house 
24 well as a néw water tank have also 
been provided at Drumheller. 

Number of Bridges ilt 

In addition to all this a number of 
new bridges have been built on the 
miin line and branches, but owing to 
the labor shoriage Mr. Brown stated 
that the company had not been able 
to make the progress anticipated with 
track laying. About 100 miles of $0- 
Jb, steel is now being distributed west 
of Humboldt and the company expects 
as soon ag they get the me to start 
Jaying. Fifteen miles of steel have 
Leen distributed from Edmonton west. 
It is expected that enough men will be 
on hand to commence the laying of 
this within the next three weeks. The 
steel released by the heavy rails will 
b+ utilized for other parts of the sys- 
tem where the grading of new lines 
has been completed. 


Although this hag beén an off-year 
so far as extensive construction has 
been contérned the Canadian Northern 


Railway company has carried to com- 
pletion.a number of important under- 
takings in the western division, ac- 
cording to a review by General Supt. 
Brown this morning of the work that 
has been accomplished, 

The increasing traffic over the rail- 
Way rendervd necessary the erection 
of a genera stores’ building at Ed- 
monton and a machine shop at a cost 
of $57,000. These are located west of 
the round house at Columbia avenue, 
and the stores’ building, which is now 
occupied, will be for the use of the 
division. Th machinery is being in- 
stalled in the machine shop. A petty 
stores’ building is being erected in the 
same locality for the accommodation 
of locomotive supplies. Here will also 
be located the office of the locomotive 
foreman, 

Change Method of Operating 

Then in order to handle conven- 
fently and with usiness dispatch the 
growing passenger and freight traffic 
from,the east ané’ west the company 
found it necessary to change the me- 
thod of operating the traing’ through 
the Edmonton yard between First 
street and Twenty-first street, To ef- 
fect this, between these points the 
mitin line has been doubled; that is, 
the presen’. main line is now being 
used as the outgoing line to the west 
and the old No. 1 track into the yard 
has been put into service as the east 
main line. Not only doe’ the change 
in the system of operation cut out a 
lot of delays, but it assures passenger 
trains being placed at the depot. 
There are now some 24 regular pas- 
senger and mixed trains being oper- 
ated each day in addition to freight 
trains and yard engines; so it will be 
seen that.a change in the method of 
handling the traffic to provide gfeater 
Tacilitits was a fhiitier of necessity.
